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The Way For Communism? 





An address before the Congress of Free- 
dom Convention, Biloxi, Mississippi, 4/19/57.

We are assembled in a Congress of Free- 
dom! Each has his own understanding of 
just what “Freedom” means. However, 
many facets are common to all. They are all 
a part of the entire concept. The problems 
of the medical profession are only a small, 
but extremely important, part of the whole. 
To mention some of these should enable all 
to understand the entire problem. We must 
each realize that what is happening to us is 
part of the comprehensive plan to destroy 
all freedom. 

Many are discouraged—and with good 
reason. We see the flood of socialism rush- 
ing us from every side. Our efforts seem 
futile—far. too little, much too late. 

Leonard Read has stated that one must 
be willing to be in the minority, even if itis 
a minority of one! I subscribe to this 
philosophy. After all, it is difficult for such 
a minority to decrease in size—and a gain 
of 100% may be achieved by convincing 
one other person! 

It is not our purpose to discuss the 
motives, motivating factors, or purposes 
which have caused or produced actions 
which have resulted in the present deplor- 
able situation of the Medical Profession. 
‘Actually, this would be impossible. 

Many of us believe the various programs 
which have done so much to socialize medi- 
cine are the result of a master plan, Evi- 
dence is abundant to substantiate this posi- 
tion. However, we should be charitable and 
believe that much has happened because 
some wanted to “do good,” “help” or 
“alleviate the suffering’? of others. In fact, 
much. of this socialism has been prompted 
by innocents who want all to have the 
“best medical care”—always at the expense 
of someone else. 

We have been told medical progress is 
so rapid and so expensive that only the 

ch” can afford ‘adequate’ care. The 





‘American public has never been sold 'a more 
false bill of goods! However, along with 





everything else, those who make such state- 
ments turn to the Federal Government for 
relief of these and all other difficulties. They 
do not realize they are falling into the 
“plan” to destroy all freedom in so doing. 
Regardless of the intent, the results are 
tragic. We live with the results—not the 
intent. 

It has been stated that Lenin described 
the practice of medicine as the “keystone’’ 
in the arch of the Socialist State. Whether 
or not this is true, the implication is not in 
error. Those who would establish absolute 
control appreciate the importance of control- 
ling those who would practice the healing 
arts. In the first place, most people really 
want to be well. The physician is their hope 
of remaining well or of regaining health 
should illness be present. IlIness, regardless 
of type or degree, is associated with dis- 
comfort, inconvenience, or at least, a 
variable amount of displeasure. Of equal im- 
portance is the emotional factor. Few fail to 
become emotional in one way or another, 
when illness is present. Every person desires, 
at one time or another, some care from a 
physician. 

Disregarding the important areas of 
confidence, trust, responsibility, and reliance, 
we must admit that he who controls those 
who are to administer to the average citizen 
when he is ill, or when his emotions in re- 
gard to illness in himself or another are 
involved, is in a position to control the in- 
dividual. If the medical profession can be 
controlled by government, all others will 
succumb. If the profession cannot be con- 
trolled, it will remain an island of freedom 
which will cause a regrowth of the love of 
freedom in every other group. The intimate, 
personal, and confidential nature of the 
patient-physician relationship must be de- 
stroyed before collectivism can achieve its 
goal. 

Just where are we, the medical profes- 
sion, along the road to collectivism, away 
from freedom, today? Our story is little 
different from that of any other group or 
segment of the economy. Possibly the paths 
are separate, but the end is the same. The 
pattern of destruction differs only in detail. 





The master plan is obvious. 

Each group has had its share of “Judas 
Goats.” Each group has succumbed to pres- 
sure from those who accomplish their pur- 
poses by generating “public demand” for 
governmental interference. Each group has 
attempted ‘to satisfy” the forces of evil— 
and in so doing, has surrendered its princi- 
ples. The medical profession provides a per- 
fect example. One would think that the 
simple ability to observe the fate of the 
profession in other countries would prevent 
the acceptance of socialistic practices here. 
Unfortunately the “ability to observe” is not 
always accompaniedby understanding or the 
desire to learn, or even the willingness to 
continue observing. 

Today, the plight of the medical profes- 
sion in the U.S., in relationship to socialistic 
practices, is much worse than many realize 
or will admit. Superficially, the profession 
seems to enjoy a large amount or moderate 
degree of freedom. That which appears on 
the surface is underlaid by an extremely 
hard and brutal foundation of control and 
coercion, professional as well as govern- 
mental. Actually, the medical profession is, 
to an unbelievable and alarming degree, 
operating under various socialistic practices 
and influences. Most of these are un- 
recognized, or at least not admitted, by the 
majority of the people as well as the mem- 
bers of the profession. 

Many would say the medical profession 
is free, unrestricted, an example of “laisez 
faire capitalism.” Those who know will tell 
you differently. We must be interested in 
“beginnings” as well as “ends,” in degrees 
as well as absolutes.

To Whom It May Concern:

While a member of the Communist 
Party I attended Communist underground 
training schools outside the city of New 
York; in ‘the Bues Hall, and 113 East Wells 
St., Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The East Wells 
St. scheol operated under the name of the 
Eugene Debs School, here, under the tutor- 
ing of Eugene Dennis, M. Sparks, Morris 
Childs, Jack Kling and others, we were 








y Must Jews Be 





Two weeks ago I-got Allan Moorehead’s 
book “Gallipili” from the public library to 
refresh my memory of World War I. I had 
not read more than the first chapter when 
the thought struck me with the force of a 
Sherlock Holmes solution to a case: Here 
we see Jews, in top positions in the countries 
of Europe using their power within a 
country for Jewish objectives. In short, they 
are adept in getting political power, but 
they can’t govern. 

Of course I had accumulated other in- 
formation over the years. What happened to 
me on reading Moorehead, was that the 
many clues fell into place to explain the re- 
sults of World War I. Following Wilson’s 
moon-beam of “World safe for Democracy,” 
we made all the sacrifices, committed all the 
breaches of morality to enable the Jew 
power to destroy our Ally Russia. 

Around 1900 Theodore Hertzl, the 
Austrian Jew pioneer of Zionism, approach- 
ed the Sultan of Turkey with a plan to buy 
land for Jews in Palestine. The Sultan said 
“no,” and soon things began to happen to 
him. He had a “Young Turk” revolution on 
his hands and lost his throne. Moorehead 





schooled in the art of revolutionary over- 
throw of the established Government. 

We were trained on how to dismantle 
and assemble mimeograph machines, to use 
for propaganda purposes during the revolu- 
tion; how to work on guide wires and fuel 
lines of airplanes so that they would either 
burst into flames or crash to the ground be- 
cause of lack of control; how to work on 
ties and rails to wreck trains; and also the 
art of poisoning water supplies. 

We discussed quite thoroughly the fluori- 
dation of water supplies and how we were 
using it in Russia as a tranquilizer in the 
prison camps. The leaders of our school felt 
that if it could be induced into the Ameri- 
can water supply, it would bring about a 
spirit of lethargy in the nation; where it 
would keep the general public docile during 
a steady encroachment of Communism. We 
also discussed the fact that keeping a store 
of deadly fluoride near the water reservoir 
would be advantageous during the time of 
the revolution, as it would give us opportu- 
nity to dump this poison into the water 
supply and either kill off the populace or 
threaten them with liquidation, so they 
would surrender to obtain fresh water. 
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We discussed in these schools, the com- 
plete art of revolution: the seizure of the 
main utilities, such as light, power, gas, 
and water; but it was felt by the leader- 
ship, that if a program of fluoridating of 
the water could be carried out in the nation, 
it would go a long way toward the advance- 
ment of the revolution. 

The above statements are true.

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says at least half of these Young Turks 
were crypto-Jews. And soon too the whole 
Balkan peninsula was aflame with assassina- 
tions, revolutions, and wars. <All this 
generated “news” to stir up the people of 
Europe and America into taking sides on 
false premises and objectives. 

But let us get to 1914—the opening of 
the war. Russia was an agricultural nation 
with no warm water ports and poor roads. 
She needed a constant flow of munitions 
from the West. The Dardanelles was the 
logical route to save Russian opposition to 
the Central Powers. Turkey tended to be 
friendly with the Allies and should at worst 
have remained neutral. Instead she was 
goaded into war. When diplomacy failed to 
open the Straits, Lord Kitchener agreed 
with one Winston Churchill, first Lord of 
the Admiralty, that they should be opened 
by force. 

There is a legend that Jews, because of 
their international outlook, make excep- 
tional diplomats—they do, for Jewish ends! 
Our country was represented at Constanti- 
nople at the time by two such superman 
Jews—Henry Morgenthau, Ambassador, and 
a Louis Einstein as special minister. Such

ministers had more influence than now, but 
these two failed completely to ‘keep the 
Young Turks from joining the Central 
Powers—couldn’t even influence crypto-Jews 
apparently. " 

The expedition itself is a story of mis- 
direction, of withholding essential supplies, 
of using up men in attacks on strongly held 
positions, and of young men from Australia, 
New Zealand, India, England and France 
with a strong whiff of revolution in their 
nostrils. They were world savers and left 
half their number killed, wounded or dead 
of disease. It was Napoleon’s revolutionary 
madness over again; they were going to live 
forever in the memory of their people, but 
there were so many heroes and they failed 
so completely, and Communism has no gain 
in keeping their memory alive, that not a 
half dozen visit their graves in a year. 

Probably most Americans have heard of 
the excuse for the Balfour Declaration as to 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine, but few 
analyze it. Balfour and others said they had 
to do it to bring the Jew power to the Allied 
side. Why did such Jews living among us 
need a special bribe to be loyal? 
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PAVING THE WAY 
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question that the medical practice is socializ- 
ed, there are several thousand physicians 
who refuse to participate, However, would 
anyone suggest that this means socialized 
medicine in England is not a fact? I regret 
to inform you that, in the U.S. today, the 
medical profession is to an amazing degree 
practicing socialized medicine. Believe it or 
not, an extremely large number of physicians 
are doing so, without understanding what 
they are doing. They still have private 
practices, but part of their practices is being 
controlled by governmental or certain 
private agencies, 

; Unfortunately, some physicians seem not 
to realize what they are doing or to recog- 
nize the type of practice in which they are 
engaged. Some openly seek refuge from 
competition with those more capable and 
more successful by becoming salaried em- 
ployees of government. Frankly, these have 
not the ability to be successful elsewhere. 
They attain a position of authority through 
the agency of force, government, they could 
never earn in competition. I wish we had 
the time to explore this field. A discussion of 
the inadequacies of the average government 
employee and the reasons for his flight 
from competition in the market economy 
provides a better understanding of the 
reasons for “big” government. 

Some have adopted the immoral attitude 
that “if you can’t beat them, join them.” 
This has persuaded many to participate in 
programs they would otherwise shun. How- 
ever, it requires no expenditure of energy, 
and the material rewards are present, real, 
and visible. 

_ The greatest single step toward socializ- 
ed medicine was taken when the medical 
profession permitted “third parties” to enter 
the traditional patient-physician relationship. 


You-will observe this-as a deciding factor in ~ 


every one of the programs to be discussed. 
We do not have time for a discussion of the 
patient-physician relationship—but take my 
word for it, the practice of medicine is 
doomed when that relationship is violated. 
The quality of medical care is likewise 
doomed. 

~ We have mentioned the “master plan” to 
establish socialism in this nation. To those 
who have studied the procedure by which a 
freé people are led into or induced to vote 
themselves into slavery, the present picture 
of-our nation is frightening. We wonder at 
the-amazing inability of men in important 
positions to refuse to see—to ignore the 
facts—to minimize the warnings posted so 
clearly for-all to see. 

~~-Our so-called “statesmen” refuse to be- 
lieve that the Communists mean what they 
say—in spite of the fact they have written 
their plan—published it—and continue to 
reprint it—fof all to see. The same refusal 
of our leaders to “see—to appreciate what 
they see—has drawn the medical profession 
into a state of domination by the Federal 
Government. We have, in the United States 
of America today, Socialized Medicine. 

In spite of the facts, many medical 
“leaders” refuse to admit what they know 
to be true, but that is where we are! Today 
many physicians in the U.S. are practicing 
Socialized Medicine. Only a few stalwarts 
who refuse to participate in any such 
scheme are not engaged in one form or 
another of this organized destruction of the 
free practice of medicine. That is where 
we are. How did we get there? That is an 
all important question—if we are to find a 
way to return to freedom! Here are a few 
of the events leading to this position. 

The history of the last hundred years 
provides us with examples our “planners” 
have copied to perfection. Who among the 
unsuspecting would think that a program 
known as “Social Insurance” in Bismarck’s 
Germany and “Social Security” in the U.S. 
would be full brothers—and would include 
the socialization of the practice of medicine? 
However, it worked so well in Germany 
and other European countries that it was 
copied by American Socialists with telling 
results. 

After the first World War the Interna- 


tional Labor Organization was formed. Its 
purposes are the establishment of world 
wide socialism. Its plans for Social Security 
and Socialized Medicine are, to a consider- 
able degree, based on the programs of Bis- 
marck. We joined the I.L.O. in 1934 and be- 
came a treaty member in 1948. We are 
bound, by treaty to the I.L.O., a special 
agency of the U.N., to consider and place 
into domestic law the recommendations and 
conventions of the I.L.O, at the earliest pos- 
sible date. One of the achievements of the 
I.L.O. of which it is most proud is that two 
of its “technical advisors’ came to the U.S. 
and helped plan our Social Security Law. 
This law has been amended and expanded 
until its original purpose is almost com- 
pletely lost and it has become a most im- 
portant instrument in socialism. 

The last amendments provided for 
establishment of benefits for permanent and 
total disability, among other things. This 
requires a physician’s certificate and al- 
though the patient is still responsible for 
the examination, we all know who pays in 
the long run. We also have the “disability 
freeze’? which requires medical certification. 

At present bills are pending in Congress 
to reduce the age at which government 
benefits may be collected for “permanent 
and total’ disability as well as establishing 
a system of benefits for “temporary” 
disability. Also pending are bills to provide 
medical care for all receiving Social Security 
benefits. Other bills would provide that aid 
to certain groups of children continue as 
long as the physical defect exists, in short, 
for life. All of these require medical certifi- 
cation and the plan includes the payment of 
medical expenses by the government. Think 
of the millions of people involved. 

None would suggest that our men and 
women who have sustained physical injury 
or disability in service should not be given 
the best of care. This attitude was funda- 
mental in establishing the Medical Division 
of the Veteran’s Administration. However, 


this administration has become one of the 


greatest agencies promoting government 
medicine we have. Being unable to fill their 
hospitals with “service connected” cases, 
they now have as high as 70% of their beds 
filled with “‘non-service connected” cases. 

The abuses in regard to these procedures 
have been widely publicized. All services 
may be obtained by the individual signing 
a statement that he cannot pay for private 
care. The statement cannot be challenged 
or investigated. Care for dependents has ex- 
panded enormously. Care rendered to both 
the veteran and dependents by physicians in 
the local communities, paid for by the V.A. 
is of enormous proportions. By means of 
“presumption” of service connection many 
other cases become the responsibility of the 
Administration. There are about 20 million 
veterans today. Think of the number of 
dependents and the number of physicians 
involved. 

A most recent outgrowth is known as 
“Medicare,” a program of providing for care 
for all dependents of service men in their 
home communities to utilized local physi- 
cians. The term “dependents” is all inclusive. 
The physician is paid by some insurance 
company which is reimbursed by the Dept. 
of Defense with money taken from the 
people in taxes. This is, by definition, 
socialized medicine. Proposals are pending 
in Congress to provide similar benefits for 
other groups. 

For years proposals have been made for 
outright socialized medicine to be known as 
health insurance. Never forget, you cannot 
“insure” health, you can only insure against 
the losses incurred if one becomes ill. 
Government has no special providence here. 

After these programs failed, proposals 
for government “re-insurance” were sub- 
mitted and are still in the plan. This would 
effectively establish government contro] in 
one segment of the “health insurance” 
field and would make certain its eventual 
success in taking over the entire field. It is 
part of the plan of the I.L.O. to destroy the 
private insurance industry. 

Federal aid to medical schools for 
scholarships, construction, and operation is 
a current issue. It can only lead to govern- 


ment control. Federal aid for hospital con- 
struction has become enormous. This pro- 
gram, supposed to be a “one-time” appro- 
priation, has grown and grown. In spite of 
all that has been said, it does give the 
government the right to control those hospi- 
tals. The bill is now being expanded to “aid” 
clinics, nursing homes, diagnostic centers, 
etc. Once started, there seems to be no end. 

Think of all the Welfare programs which 
provide care of all kinds, including medical 
care, for the indigent and recipients of 
various types of public welfare. These all re- 
quire physicians, in every community, to 
provide those services. 

Many of us refuse to accept payment 
from such agencies but treat our patients as 
private cases without charge. We _ believe 
this is the proper way of doing it. 

We observe with considerable fear 
the sudden interest’ of government in the 
field called “Mental Health.” This area, by 
the very vague nature and poor comprehen- 
sion of definitions and conditions, is not 
subject to reasonable limitations. The out- 
line for such programs is to be found in the 
publications of various international socialist 
groups. Another area of government inter- 
ference in medical affairs is that of the 
Dept. of Public Health, promoting the addi- 
tion of medications to public water supplies. 
The possibilities of this procedure are 
frightening and all lead to government 
deciding what it believes is good for the 
people—and forcing it upon them. Socialized 
medicine in actuality, can exist on a so- 
called “voluntary basis.” Labor unions and 
other groups establish clinics and hospitals. 
They employ physicians who work for the 
group, not for the patient, at a salary or 
“panel” rate. One “sacred cow” which must 
not be overlooked is the so-called ‘“volun- 
tary” programs which promise all things to 
all people. These tax exempt groups, operat- 
ing under enormous special privilege are 
attempting to set physicians fees and to 
“satisfy” the socialists by promising that 
they can get the doctors to do what ever 
they desire. The dangers of these programs 
are not completely understood by most. 

Another area in which real danger of 
government lies, is in many of the voluntary 
groups for special diseases or groups of 
diseases. There is too great a tendency of 
those in charge of such programs, to suc- 
cumb to government, and open the door for 
government to step in. The recent vaccine 
program of the Federal Government is an 
excellent example. The Federal Government 
has its finger in practically every activity in 


’ the field of health. Directly or indirectly 


through state or local agencies, it enters the 
practice of every physician in almost every, 
community. 

If we are strict in our definitions, these 
practices constitute socialized medicine since 
in the final analysis, the bill is paid through 
the patient or some governmental agency 
out of tax money. It is a depressing thought. 

However, there is an answer. It is as old 
as Christianity. The answer lies in physi- 
cians and all other citizens understanding 
these practices for what they are—Socialism 
—and returning to the utilization of true 
Christian Charity—as part of the privilege 
of practicing medicine as free men, in a 
free land. It requires only that individual 
responsibility be recognized and admitted by 
the public. Physicians should treat those 
unable to pay in the true Christian spirit as 
an evidence of love—and should not expect 
government to pay the bill. There is no 
other answer.

Acting under the pretense of doing good, 
our government is doing evil. Slum Clear- 
ance is a scheme to do away with private 
ownership. Its purpose, hidden underneath, 
is to create a scarcity of housing by forcing 
owners to demolish their houses when they 
cannot comply with ridiculous housing codes; 
then our benevolent government steps in and 
builds thousands of housing units for these 
poor people, which it has made homeless, 
Quite a trick! 

At the rate the government is taking 
over it will not be long before it owns all 
the land, and private ownership will be only 
a memory. The Communist Manifesto calls 
for destruction of private ownership and 
inheritance, and that is exactly what is hap- 
pening here. Our poor, blind people cannot 
see this, but it is true nevertheless. 

Small home owners, little business men 
and wage-earners constitute a large portion 
of our population. This middle-class is the 
backbone of our nation. Yet, this most im- 
portant class is being relentlessly persecuted 
and ground to pieces by rapacious and 
bureaucratic tyranny. I can put it stronger— 
the middle class is in mortal danger of ex- 
tinction, and it is because of Communist 
forces and general apathy. (One general of 
whom we are not so proud). 

We say we do not want Communism in 
America, yet our government falls in line 
with many Communist precepts. Can it be 
our leaders know what they are about, or do 
they really care what happens to our 
nation? Why do they hold their hands and 
let this encroachment of the government 
upon private enterprise continue? 

This plot to destroy America’s system of 
private enterprise, or private ownership, 
working under the guise-of doing good and 
“beautifying America” is operated by Public 
Health Service and Public Housing Authority. 
It is being put in action all over the nation. 
No city is overlooked. Thousands of perfectly 
good houses are being demolished to make 
way for government projects. 

These government projects are costing 
the taxpayers millions of dollars. For every 
dollar received by the government in rents, 
we taxpayers have to add another dollar to 
make up deficiency in operating cost of the 
project. What it amounts to is that landlords 
are not only being deprived of their live- 
lihood, but must pay the rent of the govern- 
ment’s tenants. This is an ever grand 
gesture on the part of that gallant little 
fellow, the American taxpayer, but what will 
happen when the government has killed off 
all the taxpayers?
